PHILADELPARIA, Pa., Aug. 22.—The frst to 
de launched of the five fleet Atlantic liners, 
now on the ways of the Cramps shipyards, 
ie the steamer St. Louis. These ocean racers 
are being built by the Cramps forthe Inter- 
National Navigation Co. They are all de- 
signed by Americans and built throughout 
of American materials and by American 


workmen. 

The St. Louis and her sister ship, the St. 
Paul. will be the largest vessels ever Dullt in 
America. Their dimensions will be between 
those of the New York and the Lucania, 
larger than the former, but not so large as 
the Cunard record-breaker. As she lies in 
the yard the st. Louls measures 534 feet on 
the water line, 68 feet wide and 42 feet deep. 

The gross register tonnage will be about 
11,000 tons, greater than either the New York 
or Paris, while the collective indicated horse- 

wer of 20,000 is even with them. An inno- 
vation will de made in the machigery of the 
St. Louis, which will be the first 
trans-Atlantic steamship to be fitted 
with quadruple expansion engines. 
The vessel is so sub-divided by transverse 
bulkheads that even inthe event of a col- 
lision filling two 3 aee? with water 
she would float in perfect security. It will 
be practically Impossible to sink ner. Ac- 
commodations will be furnished on board 
for about 1,400 passengers in all, the first 
class containing 325, second class 175 and 
steerage about 900.

ABOUT 80,000,000 POUNDS WOW HELD IN 
WAREHOUSES. 


— 


To Escape the Tariff and Come in Sree 
Tt Must Be Shipped to fome Foreign 
Port and Then Be Reimported—Tin 
and Many Other articles of Import in 
the Same Condition. - 54 


New Tonk. Aug. 22.—Secretary Carlisle s 
decisions on the new tariff bill were wel- 
comed yesterday by custom-hotee officials, 
as ther were completely at sea and were 
fearful that the law might get into operation 
before they were prepared. The first de- 
cision, that goods now in dond on which 
duty is charged will pay the new rate was 
confidently expected, as such action has 
always been the custom. The second de- 
cision is a surprise, especially to wool im- 
porters, who will be hit hard. The Secretary 
now declares that goods now in bond but 
made free will have to paythe old duty. 
Although it may not have been the intention 
of Congress to discriminate between the free 
and Gutiable schedules, vet the wording of 
the introduction to the free Ist lea ves no 
other construction possible. 

Wool men have been counting a great deal 
on the taking off of duty, and several of the 
bonded warehouses are filled with the prod- 
uct. For several months heavy imports have 
been made, nearly all of which have been 
put in bond in anticipation of the tariff 
change. On July 31 the warehouses con- 
tained 22,689,958 pounds of wool, valued at 
$2,253,778. Most ot this is carpet wool, on 
which the duty is 82and 50 per cent, accord - 
ing to the quality. The other grades are 
charged ll and 12 cents per pound. Since the 
first of the month the imports have been 
large, 60 that the total amount now In bond 
reaches 30,000,000 pounds. 

There was astonishment inthe trade yes- 
terday atthe unexpected turn, but a way 
was quickly devised to escape the duty. The 
Wool may be taken out of bond for export, 
without cost, and sent to Cuba or any other 
convenient country, from which it can be 
brought back free of duty, after the new law 
is in effect. The expense incurred by the 
shipment will not be as costly as paying the 
McKinley tariff rate. a 

Among the other articles similarly affected 
are tin, coffee and hides from non-reciproc- 
ity countries; salt, binding twines, coal tar, 
cotton ties of iron and steel, paintings and 
statues. At the close of the moath the 
warehouses held 2,381,941 pounds of tin 
Valued at $255,496; 5,578,9/5 pounds of coffee 
valued at $900,302; 1,272,127 pounds of hides 
valued at $845.447, and 25,027,250 pounds of 
salt valued at 16,220. All these amounts 
have been increased during the past three 
weeks. 

Court- house lawyers and vrokers are pre- 
paring for a rich harvest whem the new din 
does into effect. The misty points and loop- 
holes are innumerable andappeais by the 
hundred are expected. Whena question of 
classification is raised the matter is decided 
by the Collector, but appeals may be taken 
to the General Board of Appraisers and 
afterwards to the United States courts. 
Valuation is left entirely with the apprais- 
ers. 

One entirely new feature in, the bill is the 
requirement of exact marking of contents on 
the outside of each package. False marking 
to deceive purchasers has been common on 
Imports. Somearesoweill Known as to be- 
come a custom in trade. 

The law says that tue tariff changes on 
all manufactures of wool’’ shall not go into 
effect until Jan. 1. Innumerable fights are 
expected on this point to deciae what are 
manufactures of wooland how may kinds 
of goods are included. 

ihe diamond brokers of the country are 
Detween the deviland the deep sea inthe 
new tariff Dillsofaras it touches upon the 
precious stones. In the main body of the 
act, in paragraph 338, a provision is made 
for ‘* Precious stones of all Kinds, cut, but not 
set, 25 per centum ad valorem.’ The pres- 
ent duty is 10 per cent, and under it there has 
been enough smuggling done to materially 
affect the prices of the precious stones in the 
trade. Witha duty of 4 per cent the jewel- 
ers confess that they are unable to even esti- 
mate to what excesses the smugglers WII 
go. 
Turning over to the schedule of articles to 
be admitted free there is a specific meption 
of diamonds in this paragraph: *‘Diamonds; 
miners, glaziers, and engravers’ diamonds, 
not set. In every other paragraph wherea 
general heading is used, followed by a special 
classification under it, a colon is used after 
the general term, but in this instance 
a semicolon is employed. It was 
the evident intention of the House to 
have diamonds pay a 2 per cent 
duty exceptin thecaseof glaziers’ and en- 
gravers’ stones, but lu the Senate this free 
paragraph was changed to its present shape 
and sO appears in the finished bill. If it 
should be decided on the frst test case to be 
made alter the bill goes into effect that dia- 
monds are free of duty, there will de an im- 
mediate change inthe manner of carrying 
on business here and instead of purchase 
and importations as now, there will bea 
growth of the consignment onthe commis- 
sion line of doing business. At present 
rough stones are admitted free and there has 
been a notable growth ofthe diamond cutting 
and polishicg industry here, as thereby the 
10 per Cent duty is saved. With cut stones on 
the free list the cutting will be done in 
Amsterdam and other European shops and 
the new industry here will dle. 

In anticipatiun of a free period before a 
a judicial decision can rectify the seeming 
error in the bill, a number of importers, ac- 
cording to a rumor in the trade, have 
ordered large consignments, expecting to 
get them past the customs officers under the 

eading of the free clause. The trade is 
greatly worked up over tHe prospect. 
messrs. A. H. Smith & Hodenply, importers, 
have been to Washington, oaly to Gnd they 
could do nothing, and n strong tele 
grains were sent to President Cleveland at 
Washington and Gray Gables asking him to 
arrange for rectification of the error before 
permitting the bill to become à law, or to 
callupon Congress to pass a supplementary 
Dill to the same end.

. c. RUST DEAD. 


A War Veteran Kuen Throughout the 
Cemtral States. 


INDIAKAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 22.—Quartius C. 
Rust, a veteran of prominence of the Merl 
cao and Civil Wars, and an original character 
known among G. A. R. people in ali the 
Central States, was found dead last night on 
the old National road, fifteen miles west of 
Indianapolis. He was lying at the bottom of 


a fifteen-foot emdankment with his head 
2 under his buggy and is horse dead 
also. 

There is nethingto explain the mystery of 
his death, theories of murder and accident 
being both entertained. ‘‘Quart’’ Rust, as 
he was called in the army and ever sines, 
was widely known for his claim, never dis- 
putes. that he kiiled the rebel general, Zol- 
icoffer in the battle of Perrysvilie, Ky., 1862, 
Until the war he was a Demoerat and 80 pop- 
ular in this distriet that he ran for the Con- 
gressional nomination against the late Sean- 
tor Joseph k. MacDonald and was beaten dy 
only one vote. That was immediately after 
his return from the famous trip across the 
plains with Gen. Fremont, wherein Rust 
gained special praise from Fremont.
